AN  ATHLETIC  STAND 

From  everywhere,  the  question — What  is  the  future  of  athletics 
at  Brigham  Young  University? 

Recent  articles  in  the  Universe,  coupled  with  the  bombasts  of 
students,  fans,  sports  writers  and  other  interested  persons,  have 
brought  the  verbal  pot  to  a frothing  boil.  Rumor  has  it  that  BYU 
is  quitting  football,  that  it’s  going,  to  be  a strictly  intramural 
school.  N 

If  President  Wilkinson’s  promise  on  athletic  policy  means 
anything,  this  drastic  move  is  not  in  sight.  It  bettter  not  be — 
for  the  sake  of  BYU. 

However,  there  is  a definite  downward  trend.  Call  it  whatever 
you  want — “de-emphasis,  re-evaluation,”  etc.,  it  is  still  here.  Why? 

First,  the  situation  exists  because  of  the  strict  interpretation 
given  by  President  Wilkinson  to  the  conference  code  prescribing 
Skyline  athletic  practices.  Secondly,  judging  from  athletes  enrolled 
at  several  other  conference  schools,  there  is  a somewhat  more  leni- 
ent standard  practiced  by  these  schools.  In  most  cases  they  are  not 
breaking  the  present  rules  either. 

Most  of  this  controversial  interpretation  is  based  on  the 
meaning  of  “economic  need”  in  the  awarding  of  grants-in-aid 
(paying  of  tuition  and  institutional  fees)  to  athletes.  As  ex- 
plained in  the  “Athletic  Situation”  story  in  the  Nov.  12  issue  of 
the  Universe,  the  possible  awarding  of  these  grants  to  qualified 
athletes  (and  others)  is  almost  limitless.  The  only  snag  at 
BYU  is  that  President  Wilkinson  is  interpreting  “economic 
need”  much  more  stringently  than  most  of  the  other  school 
administrators.  Consequently,  more  top  athletes  go  to  other 
schools  and  the  Y stock  goes  slowly  and  surely  downward. 

No  longer  can  athletes  receive  help  because  they  have  out- 
standing athletic  ability,  although  a musician,  artist  or  journalist, 
etc.,  can  receive  an  achievement  award  (of  from  50  to  600  dollars) 
because  of  excellence  in  the  particular  field.  Deprived  of  achieve- 
ment awards,  the  athlete  has  to  compete  with  every  other  student 
for  scholarships  (which  is  as  it  should  be)  and  then  fight  for  the 
few  grants-in-aid  released  to  athletes. 

The  BYU  varsity  gridders,  all  34  of  them,  in  spite  of  their 
spunky  spirit  in  the  games  to  date,  are  rapidly  becoming  the  con- 
ference doormat  and  laughing  stock.  And  then  there  is  next  year. 

From  where  we  stand  there  are  about  four  solutions.  1 — Quit 
inter-collegiate  athletics.  2 — Change  the  conference  code  so  that  the 
rules  are  specific  and  the  member  schools  know  exactly  what  is 
expected.  No  one  school  will  have  a corner  on  the  top-notch  athletes. 
3 — A less  stringent,  but  more  concrete  interpretation  of  the  present 
conference  code  than  is  now  being  expostulated  by  President  Wil- 
kinson. 

4— The  presenting  of  a clear-cut  policy  to  the  BYU  coaches 
so  that  they  can  somewhat  plan  the  Y’s  athletic  future.  As  it 
now  stands  they  have  no  idea  as  to  what  is  going  to  happen 
next  year.  They  do  not  know  how  many  grants-in-aid  can  be 
offered.  As  they  now  compete  with  other  schools  for  top  ath- 
letes they  can  offer  no  help — just  blood,  sweat  and  tears  in 
return  for  long  hours  on  the  practice  and  game  fields.  This 
activity  is  so  time-consuming  that  there  is  little  time  to  make 
money  for  school  or  personal  support. 

A musician  with  an  achievement  award  can  play  with  a band 
after  school  to  pick  up  some  extra  cash.  An  athlete  is  branded  a 
professional  if  he  so  much  as  takes  a cent  for  refereeing  a basket- 
ball game,  etc. 

As  to  no.  1,  it’s  not  going  to  be  worth  it  'to  quit  inter-collegiate 
athletics,  not  if  BYU  is  going  to  continue  as  a missionary  school. 
The  conference  code  (no.  2)  is  very  difficult  to  change,  as  President 
Wilkinson  will  verify. 

A combination  of  nos.  2 and  3 is  the  only  answer  to  a sensible 
integrated  athletic  program  at  BYU.  There  were  and  will  be  many 
more  athletes  eligible  for  grants-in-aid  if  President  Wilkinson  had 
re-considered  his  stand.  There  is  still  time.  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity would  still  be  “sticking  by  principles”  if  there  were  a little 
lenient  interpretation  of  the  “economic  aid”  factor. 

The  coaches  also  have  a right  to  know  a clear-cut  athletic 
policy  so  that  they  can  plan  for  assured  future  athletic  success 
at  BYU. 

It’s  all  up  to  one  man! 

SCHOOL  AND  CHURCH 

When  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  decided  to  televise, 
nation-wide,  the  BYU-Utah  game  on  Thanksgiving  day,  Brigham 
Young  University  (and  also  the  Church)  was  offered  millions  of 
dollars  of  free  publicity. 

The  Y cannot  be  separated  from  the  Church.  If  people  have 
a favorable  opinion  of  BYU,  they  will  have  a similar  attitude 
towards  the  Church.  And  so  Thanksgiving  day  has  promise  of 
being  a banner  day  across  the  nation  for  BYU  and  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

But  it’s  only  a promise.  As  things  are  now,  it  appears  this  op- 
portunity will  be  mostly  wasted  and  BYU  will  flop  on  television. 
Why?  Not  because  of  the  team,  or  the  Cougarettes,  or  the  band,  or 
the  yell  leaders,  or  the  ones  who  have  worked  hundreds  of  hours 
to  organize  the  card  stunts,  nor  the  administration.  If  the  Y does 
fail  to  make  the  best  possible  impression  on  television,  the  fault 
will  belong  to  the  studentbody— the  studentbody  that  wasn’t  there. 

Everyone  who  attends  the  game  can  feel  he  helped  build  Brig-

United  States 
Compared  To 
Big  Company

“What’s  good  for  the  country 
is  good  for  General  Motors.” 

Does  that  sound  familiar?  It 
probably  has  a familiar  ring  to 
those  who  remember  the  noise 
raised  over  the  confirmation  of 
Charles  E.  Wilson  as  Secretary 
of  Defense.  But  to  those  who  re- 
member well;  the  statement 
should  read,  “what’s  good  for 
General  Motors  is  good  for  the 
country,  because  that’s  the  quo- 
tation which  appeared  in  our 
nation’s  newespapers.  Yet  Mr. 
Wilson  never  said,  what’s  good 
for  General  Motors  is  good  for 
the  country.  He  said,  “what’s 
good  for  the  country  is  good  for 
General  Motors.  The  implication 
is  somewhat  different. 

Spoke  of  Relations 

For  more  than  ten  years  pre- 
vious to  his  senate  hearing,  Sec- 
retary Wilson  had  been  talking 
of  the  relation  between  General 
Motors  and  the  United  States. 

April,  1941  — “The  General 
Motors  business  and  its  position 
in  national  defense  is  so  impor- 
tant to  the  whole  country  that 
we  realize,  without  question, 
that  what  is  good  for  the  coun- 
try is  good  for  General  Motors. 
The  corporation’s  welfare  is  tied 
up  with  the  country’s  welfare.” 

January,  1942  — “We  made 
up  our  minds  years  and  years 
ago,  that  we  were  so  big,  and 
we  were  so  closely  tied  with  the 
welfare  of  the  country,  that  what 
was  good  for  the  country  was 
good  for  us.” 

Simple  Point  of  View 

March,  1942  — “We  have  de- 
veloped a point  of  view  in  Gen- 
eral Motors — a very  simple  one 
— that  helps  us  to  solve  many 
problems.  Briefly  stated,  it  is 
this:  that  what  is  the  best  thing 
for  our  country  is  the  best  thing 
for  General  Motors.” 

In  his  hearing  before  the  sen- 
ate Committee  on  Armed  Ser- 
vices, Secretary  Wilson  said,  (in 
reply  to  how  would  he  act  if 
he  had  to  make  a decision  ad- 
verse to  G.M.  and  in  the  interest 
of  the  U.  S.  government)  “I 
cannot  conceive  (of  such  a sit- 
uation) because  for  years  I have 
thought  that  what  was  good  for 
our  country  was  good  for  Gen- 
eral Motors,  and  vice  versa.” 

The  person,  who  twisted  vice 
versa  when  he  talked  to  the 
press,  and  also,  the  newspapers 
that  headlined  the  incorrect  quo- 
tation across  the  country  dem- 
onstrated the  increasing  tenden- 
cy to  condemn  a man  by  hear- 
say. 

Twisted  Words 

When  a patriotic  man  can 
have  his  words  taken  out  of 
context  and  twisted  to  mean  self- 
interest  and  doubtful  integrity, 
it’s  time  to  be  wary  of  judging 
a man  from  today’s  newspaper. 

But  even  so,  the  mis-quotation 
doesn’t  read  so  bad.  When  a 
man  believes  that  he  cannot  act, 
without  either  helping  or  harm- 
ing his  country  he  has  the  ideal 
patriotism.

The  wise  student  will  con- 
sider, in  addition  to  those  who 
visit  the  university,  other  - desir- 
able employers  who  for  one  rea- 
soij  or  another  do  not  send  rep- 
resentatives and  will  m^ke  ap- 
plication directly  with  them. 

Many  students  waste  much 
time  making  application  with 
companies  who  offer  only  work 
for  which  they  cannot  qualify. 
Most  are  not  prepared  to  answer 
many  of  the  important  questions 
put  to  them  by  employers,  states 
B.  Keith  Duffin,  placement  di- 
rector. 

Failing  of  Graduates 

Another  failing  of  many  col- 
lege graduates  is  a tendency  to 
judge  a job  by  its  beginning 
salary.  Some  jobs  offer  high 
starting  salaries  but  little  oppor- 
tunity for  advancement,  others 
start  low  but  give  plenty  of  op- 
portunity for  ‘ lifetime  advance- 
ment.
